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When the St. George-Budapest Soccer Club was found- 
ed in 1967 it had only 247 members and a “glorified 
hall’ - a former hotel which later became the premises of 
the St. George Police Boys’ Club. 

Today the licenced club, known as Soccer House has 
almost 4,000 members and is hardly recognisabie as 
the club that started from such humble beginnings. in 
1972, after the completion of considerableextensions 
costing $500,000 were carried out, it became one of the 
most comfortable and modern clubs in Sydney.

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CANBERRA CALLING | 


In many ways, it’s a sort of home-coming 
for Canberra coach Victor Fernandez who, 


from 1963 to 1970, starred for the Saints. - 


Member of the Argentinian quartet which 
came here in 1963 together with Salvador 
Isaac, Hugo Rordiguez and Luis Heredia Vic 
has proved to be the most brilliant and most 
durable of them all. 


In fact, the Saints brought out Vic to 
Australia not once but twice. After he had set- 
tled in New Zealand, he was anxious to return 
to Sydney and St. George signed him on as 
assistant coach. He worked in that capacity 
for some time until 1977 when Canberra snap- 
ped him up as assistant coach. Now, of 
course, he is fulltime manager-coach and part 
time father to five children. 


St. George hope to preserve their 
unbeaten record against Canberra; in their 
four PSL clashes so far, not once did the Saints 
lose. In fact, Canberra's record in Sydney is 
not the best, in their 10matches so far in 1977 
and 1978, they won only once (last year 
against Olympic) and lost seven times. What's 
more, in these 10 matches, all of course in 
Sydney, they have scored only seven goals. 


Few people know that Canberra goalie 
Steve Hoszowski almost became a St. George 
player; last year, before his litigation against 
Auburn reached the Equity Court, the Saints 
tried to sign him. 


The two clubs agreed on the transfer fee 
and Hoszowski also accepted terms. Then, 
when he decided to see his court case 
through, the Saints shied away from the deal. 
Unfortunately for him, Hoszowski also lost his 
court case which was based on his claim of 
restriction of trade.

BAD START BY SAINTS 
KEEN TO MAKE AMENDS 


It was not a Saintly weekend . . . First, in the 
semi-final of the Ampol Cup, St. George were 
effectively blitzed out of the hunt by an eager, 
hungry and fast Melita Eagles, winning 3-2. But 
it could have been worse; Melita were leading 
3-0 at one stage and could have added another 
goal or two. It was only at the very end, in the 
last four minutes or so, that St. George came to 
life, grabbing two quick goals by Utjesenovic 
and O’Connor. Alas, too little, too iate. 


St. George played as though preserving their 
strength for next day's PSL match in 
Melbourne. But it didn’t work out that way — 
they also lost 1-0 to Fitzroy. 


This was the team in the Ampol Cup semi- 
final: 


Fraser; Harris, Della Picca, Utjesenovic, 
Terry; Kay (Matic 46m), J. O’Shea, Grosse; 
Duarte, (Hensman 46m), Cotton, O’Connor. 


Exactly 24 hours after the Cup tie, a tired St. 
George travelled to Moomba-mad Melbourne 
and faced a fresh Fitzroy. The game, played on 
2 hot and humid afternoon, was of fairly low 
tandard: neither team created many goal 
ring chances. 
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Fitzroy’s winning goal came after a free kick 
when Cole converted a short pass with a 
thundering shot low into the corner. 


“lt wasn’t fair to ask us to play two matches in 
two days,” said coach Joe Gelei this week. 
‘Perhaps we should have fielded our reserve 
side in the Cup but we didn’t want to be unfair 
to Ampol or to the spectators. So we paid the 
price 


“Utesenovic, unfortunately, aggravated his 
thigh injury and I’m afraid it could be a torn 


muscle. If that’s the case, we can forget about 
him for a month of two. He insisted on playing 
though | warned him that this could happen.” 


Gelei also said that the team played better 
and faster in Melbourne, despite their fatigue. 
“They were desperately trying — but we had 
too many unfit players. Apart from Utjesenovic, 
Cotton also carries an ankle injury which is 
becoming chronic and O’Connor’s condition 
gave out, after having spend a week in bed with 
flu.” 


What about the match against Canberra? 
Gelei has plenty of headaches. 


“Utjesenovic is almost certainly out but I’m 
hoping that Della Picca, Cotton and Matic will 
be fit. I'd like to use Gnavi but he’s still too 
cautious with his leg. Perhaps young Katholos? 
But he spent weeks in South America without 
playing a game, so his match fitness is suspect. 


“We must solve our midfield problem. Too 
many of our players can’t see far enough, they 
pass the ball to the man closest to them. 
Passes 20 or 25 metres to the other wing area 
rarity though we keep practising them at 
training. That’s why I'd need a fit Gnavi.” 


Gelei knows the importance of the Canberra 
match: no team in the PSL can afford to start 
the season with two defeats. 


“All | can promise is that the team will fight 
from the first minute to the last. We won't have 
another lacklustre, low-gear display. It’s our 
first home match in 1979 and we must win.”

SOMEBODY'S BLUNDER

One cannot help but wonder the justification for the 
much vaunted ‘‘professionalism’’ of the Philips Soccer 
League. Certainly last week’s shambles which opened 
the season will not add to the credibility or prestige of 
the organisation, more specifically, the management 
committee. 

You may say that I’m crying sour grapes — and | 
make no apologies for that. I’m doing just that — on 
behalf of my club. 

We were asked to play two games in 24 hours —

Had we 
fielded our reserve team in the Ampol Cup match on 
Sunday, we would have earned the wrath, probably 
severe reprimand of the NSW Federation and their 
generous sponsors, for ‘‘cheating the public’. But 
what about our own public, about our supporters? 
Weren’t they also cheated? Are we likely to get a nice 
letter from the NSW Federation — or the PSL, for that

matter — thanking us for our splendid gesture which 
cost us also a defeat in Monday’s match? And it we do, 
will that undo the damage? 


Add to it that due to these almost inhuman 
circumstances, several of our players, fatigued and 
carrying small injuries from Sunday,. broke down the 
following day. Again — does the PSL really care about 
that or were they just anxious to play the first round any 
old how.? 

Surely it is not our club’s fault that the NSW 
Federation and the PSL couldn’t agree — since last 
October — on their respective fixture lists. And if such 
a maddening situation was allowed to develop — why 
penalise one club so blatantly? 


The PSL management committee blundered and 
blundered badly — and our club is paying the price for 
their inefficiency. But here goes a warning to them: this 
was the last time that they or any other organisation 
would browbeat us into such a rotten deal. if they want 
our co-operation in the future — which they have been 
getting without a murmur so far — they will also have to 
show a better understanding of what soccer is all about; 
more than a mindless adherence to a piece of paper 
which goes under the name of fixture list.
